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SAMPLE MARKET 
FOR GRAIN 


How it Will Work Against the Best 
Interests of the Farmers of the 
Canadian Norihwest 


| 
The efforts of the dealers In wheat 
and other grains to establish @ sam- 


ple markct in Winnipeg are being 
made by men who aesire and who 
appear to be determined to regain 


the, control of the grain trade uney 
held for many years, but wuich they 


have now lost. Selfish motives are 
the prime moving principle that gov- 
ern all the steps they are now taking. 
Let us examine the true inwardness | 


of the matter. 

There are only about seventy-seven 
days from the time the crop com- 
mences to move, in the fail of the 
year, until the close of navigation at 
the head of the Lakes. Tie grain 
crop of Westerfii Canada is taken 
from Fort William and shipped across 
the Great Lakes by boat to the east- 
ern markets. After the close of nav- 
igation the grain grown in the west 
which has not gone across the, Lakes 
by boat must necessarily go by rail 
routes to the Atlantic ports either 
around the north shore of Lake Super- 
ior or through the United States. 

Under the proposed system of 
sampling, every carload of grain pass- 
ing through Winnipeg on all the dif- 
ferent lines of railway wilt-be sub- 
ject to a wait of twenty four hours, 
except Sundays and holidays when 
the wait will be twice that long. 

The plan of those in favor of a 
sample market is that when a carload 
of grain arrives in Winnipeg a sam- 
ple is taken from it and sent up to 
the Grain Exchange and the grain dis- 
posed of on that sample. Immediate- 
ly after it has been been disposed of 
the railroad is notified and the car 
sent forward to its destination which 
may be East to Fort William, Hastern 
Ontario or the Maritime Provinces, or 
to points in the Western Provinces, 
where the grain is used for local con- 
sumption. Thus every car arriving 
in Winnipeg would have to remain in 
the railway yards until the grain was 
sold. This would mean a delay of at 
least one full day. 

The delay in transit of cars arriv- 
ing in Winnipeg on Saturdays would 
be much longer, as the Samples taken 
from cars arriving at eleven o'clock 
or later on that day would not reach 
the grain exchance in order to be dis- 
posed of before it closed for that 
day, because on Saturdays the ex- 
change closes-al-one Me -'E 
fore the samples from the cars ar- 
riving in Winnipeg at eleven o'clock 
and also every car arriving between 
that hour and the hour of opening 
of the grain exchange on Monday 
morning, would have to remain in 
Winnipeg until Monday evening. That 
is, on Monday aftefnoon the orders 
for forwarding of cars to their destin- 
ation would begin to pour in to the 
railway companies, and all the cars 
which had arrived after eleven o'clock 
on Saturday morning would not start 
to move until late Monday afternoon. 

It is of the first importance, in fact 
it is imperative. that cars should 
reach their destination and be unload: 
ed without delay, and returned west 
for another | shipment. Anything 
that would tend to prevent prompt 
unloading should be guarded against 

Such is the plain statement of the 
scheme of a samvle market, as pro- 
posed by the Winnipeg Grain Wx- 
ehange. As a specimen of presump- 
tuous selfishness it has seldom been 
equalled. It 1s nothing short of a 
barefaced attempt to hold up the 
farmers of the West through the man- 
ipulation of their market, for the ben- 
efit of the dealers—the middlemen— 
who always try to get the lion’s share 
of anything in sight. They are al- 
ways on the spot, and want the op- 
portunity a first choice affords them 
to glean just what they want. The 
remainder, not desired, is allowed to 
pass ou to the Lakes. 

The ring have rosy visions of fat 
commissions from Eastern millers, 
who cannot attend the sample market 
and gct a first choice. The ring wili 
be able to glean all the best grain 
in the sample market. The remain- 
der will go forward and be sold by 
prade. 

But the general market will be tn- 
jured by the average quality of, say, 
No. 1 Northern deteriorating in pro- 
portion to the quantity of the very 
best wheat which will be taken oul 
of the whole crop on the sample mark- 
et and the farmer will receive a less 
price on his crop.
